Pe ethee headache, intense 
pain in the hips, back, and 
legs are characteristic of small- 
pos ard are ony: equalled by in- 
fluenza or Dengue, (breakbone 
fever), Even in mild cases the 
aching is very pronounced. The 
skin is hot, the face flushed. eyes 
very bright, and sweating pro- 
fuse, 

About the second day, a meas- 
le-like rash may appear on the 
face and hands. This is not of 
frequent occurrence, but when it 
does appear, the probabilities are 
that the disease-is of a serious 
type. 

On about the fourth day the 
eruption makes fts appearance 
cn the face, hands, and chest. It 
commences with a few papules, 
or pimples surrounded by a little 
red area. If you press on these 
papules they feel like there was 
a shot under the skin. The num- 
ber increase in a few days, the 
papules turn to blisters which 
gradually become umbilicated, or 
marked with a little dimple in 
the center . 

These enlarge and either re- 
main separnte in a mild case or 
run together and cover almost 
the -otire surface of the body, 
indicatin~ g-eater severity. Grad- 
ually the blisters take on a yel- 
lowish white appearance and pus 
takes the rlace of the fluid. Some 
of these rupture and discharge 
pus or dry up and become en- 

crusted. Gradually scabs form 
with a little pus under them, 
these cluwly drop off and leave 
a red raw spot which persists for 
a long time. .

HE entire process takes from 
three to five weeks and the 
red scars gradually disappear. if 
the pits have been deep a white 
sé¢ar results. A vaccination “take” 
Jooka like a smallpox pustule. 


Occasiona'ly, in serious cases, 
little bicod vessels break under 
the skin or under thé pustules 
and may cause bleeding or black 
and blue spots.

BEAUTY PERIOD 
REQUIRED DAILY 
TO GET RESULTS

HE busy homemaker or office 

worker must do three things 
if she wishes to keep her. youth- 
ful appearance and charm. She 
must learn to pick the right 
beauty aids, to use them proper- 
ly. and most. important of all, to 
use them consistently. 

Allow yourself a definite 
amount of time each day to de- 
vote to your personal care and 
follow a definite routine. It is a

iyusiness. Brush your hair free 
from snarls and pin it out of the 
wav while you dash cool water on 
veur face and into your eyes to 
banish all traces of sleepiness. 
Pat away the.excess moisture and 
apply your make-up. Dress and 
slip into a smock or ‘combing 
jacket” while you arrange your 
hair. 

As a final touch, spray on a 
hint of perfume or eau de Co- 
logne. Sometimes I think this 
little touch is more important for 
the homemaker than it is for the 
business woman. We need more 
beauty and romance in our 
homes. People are unconsciously 
thrilled by agreeable fragrances 
and a suggestion of perfume will 
make you feel gayer and more 
confident. 


Wherever you have your lunch, 
you will enjoy it more if you take 
trom five to ten minutes to 
freshen up and wash your hands. 
Many business women like to use 
a foundation cream of the rather 
oily type and press powder lib- 
erally into foundation and then 
brush off the excess. When this 
procedure is followed, then you 
can freshen your face, simply by 
moistening a pad of cotton in 
cold water’and wiping it over 
your skin. Then ‘apply fresh 
powder. ¢ 

Or you may use a cleansing 
cream and cald water to cleanse 
and tone your: skm and apply 
fresh make-up. Whichever plan 
you follow it can be swift and 
businesslike, Then scrub your 
hands thoroughly, dry and mas- 
sage with a hand lotion. Smooth 
your hair into place and your 
midday beauty treatment is com- 
plete 

Of course. the nightly beauty 
routine is more complicated and 
will take more time, but much 
can be accomplished in twenty 
minutes. In forty minutes you 
can find time for the usual hair 
brushing and facial treatment 
and at least one of the special 
treatments that belongs in each 
week's routine—but more about 
that in tomorrow's column.

QUESTION: “The operator in 
my beauty shop has told me that 
the use of ice on the skin will 
cause broken capillaries. I have 
used ice, rubbing it over my wash 
cloth or wrapping it in gauze 
first, for many years and I have 
a good skin. What she said has 
worried me. however. since I do 
have two or three tiny broken 
veins on one cheek. Can you ud- 
vise me?—Mrs. L.” 

As long as ice is used intelli- 
gently it will not harin your skin 
Naturally you shouldn’t scrub it 
directly on the skin or you 
shouldn’t go over and over one 
area until the skin feels numb 
and chilled. A good way to use 
ice is to wrap it in a piece of cot- 
ton that has been dipped in skin 
tonic or freshener and stretched 
thin. Go over the skin swiftly 
until it feels glowing and fresh.

HERE many advantages 

to deep trying. It is econom- 
ical, since a small amount of 
meat or other left-overs can be 
combined with a thick 
sauce, breed crumbs. or rice and 
made to serve a family of four 
or five.
